16835, issued by the Swedish State Alien Supervisory Ccsraisslaa, on 

7 Oct 1952,. valid until 6 Oot 1960, verifies SUBJECT'S Estonian nationa- 
lity. 

5. According to SIF JECT # i statement#, Ms fa ther is deceased, but 
hia saother and two eirterv may a Aill be alive and residing in Estonia. 
SUBJECT states that he has heard nothing from thera or about them since 
1941. 

6. According to SUBJECT'# statements, he presently resides at 
KarlrUtt, Norrahsaanar, Sweden, and was a resident of Sweden on 7 Aug 
1953* Previous residences given were as follows*

9. According to SUBJECT'S statements, he is a former professional 
soldier and la not particularly interested in political matters. He is, 
however, highly anti-Soviet and ;urti~con«nini«t. During his period of 
service vith the Red Army he v?arr forced to vote for the comsmtUts. 
SUBJECT deserted frw the Rod ky\ ny in 1941 and fought against the Soviets 
during the remainder of World Ho,': II* In Hay 1945 he was captured by tho 
Soviets, but in June 1945 he escaped to West Germany, SUBJECT eaae to 
Sweden legally in 1950* He fearo severe persecution by the Soviets* 
should he return to £atoaia. 

10. SUBJECT states that ho was a Group Leader in tho Estonia Home 
Guard from 19.29 to 1936, a weaber ef the Swedish Metal Workers Union 
1951 - 1953, and that he has been a noaber of the Swedish Salaried 

Industrial Workers Union (S.I.F.), since 1953* 

11. SUBJECT states that fee has never boon arrested for any crime 
by tho pdtice of any country. 

The Mo district, Sweden, Police reports that SUBJECT, as far 
as they know, has never been charged with, or convicted of, any crime. 

12. According to SUBJECT'S statements , he completed hi# schooling 
in Estonia and has th* equivalent of &a American College education* 
SUBJECT passed tb© literacy tost administered during the RRP interview. 

13. Accord log to SUBJECT'S statements, he haa boon employed as an 
engineer from Hay 1955 to the present date at NormhamwwrB Bruh, Jiorra- 
hazawar, Sweden. 

14. On 2 Feb 1956, the Swedish State Alien Supervisory Ccssaieaion 
reported that it was prepared to issue a Certificate of Heads! a oi on to 
Sum ECT, as he had not misrepresented any material facts on his preli- 
minary questionnaire for use in cwmactien with application for a visa 
uodet the provision* of the Refugee Relief Act of 1953.

SUB- 
JECT is a former Estonian a my officer, the references knew of no 
derogatory information concerning thcai and recommend theta highly. 

llS/srolcen reports th*t GUI3J1CT 'a application for I?tO assistance 
in Germany after the war was turned down for unkn awn reasons. In viev 
of the facts ("eveloped during this investigation the refusal was con- 
cdivably Oased on SUBJECT'S service v/ith the Estonian Division of the 
Waffea-:vi. The files of the 56th CIC, ArO 154, U.o. Aray, Germany, as 
well as of the OT Cofnmission, American Consulate General , Frankfurt, 
Germany, fail to reveal any 'record of 3ubJKGT or his alleged applica- 
tion for I?0 assistance. 
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15. syfiJiXT was interviewed at the RRP Office, American Consulate 
Oftasral, OSteborg, Sweden, on 19 Dec 1955. Ha sad® the same statements 
orally about hi# life, aa ho has previously written co hia preliminary 
fjuefftionnaira. SU8JQST made a favorable impression up® interviewer. 
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
